WILL GO TO WORK. 


The Carpenters Accede to a Compro- 
mise on Their Demand. 


FORTY CENTS GRANTED BUT APPREN- 
TICESHIPS UNCHANGED. 


An Immense Mecting To-Day at Central 
Turner Hall—Jerry Burns’ Remarkable 
Bpeech Saves the Da tectural 
Iron Workers and Mar Setters Go 
Ona Strike. 


The conservative element in the] Car- 
penters’ and Joiners’ Union this morning 
at the mass meeting at Central Turner Hall 
were Victorious and to-morrow morning the 
men will return to their work. 

It was concluded after a thorough canvas 
of the field that it would be impracticable to 


demand anything more at present than an iIn- 
crease in wages, as it was evident that the 
bosses would not, under any circumstances, 
concede a demand for a regulation of the ap- 
prenticeship system. 

On Jan. 1 last the carpenters sent a demand 
to their bosses for 40 cents an hour after May 
1. No answer was ever recetved in answer to 
the demand, and the men concluded that this 
slience meant that the bosses were deter- 
mined to fght,and therefore it was decided 
to-day to meet at Central Turner Hall and 
listen to reports from the employes. These 
were submitted to the Carpenters’ Coun- 
cll who figured them up and discovered that 
there were 263 bosses willingto paythe 4 
cents, but very few who were in favor of 
signing a scale or allowing a change In the 
apprentice systen. 

There were some ten or fifteen bosses who 
refused to give the increase in wages, and the 
counoll will not divulge their names until to- 
morrow, when the men whocannot get the 
40 cents will meet at the same place as to- 
day. Just how many men this will affect can 
hardly be estimated with any degree of accu- 
racy, butthe full facts will come out at to- 
morrow’s meeting. 

A LARGE TURNOUT. 

The weather this morning was fine, the sun 
shining, but it was cooland pleasant. The 
various Carpenters’ Unions came marching 
in, headed by their officers. There were no 
offensive banners floating in the air, and 
little cheering. The men seemed determined 
to act In a quiet and gentiemanly manner. 

Union No. 4, with the 600 men in line, pre- 
sented a strength that was surprising, and 
when they had lined up in front of the halla 
loud cheer for eight hours and 40 cents was 
given, The other unions came along in guick 
succession, until the entire street from Mar- 
ket to Walnut was one mass of humanity, 
laughing, talking and pushing here and 
there, 

Itwasa good-natured throng, and when 
some one gotup in a second-story window 
and proclaimed the fact that there was not 
room in thehall for all the men,he was 
laughed at for his trouble, 

The small boy, with! his eight-hour badge, 
was onhand, and his calls fora purchaser 
were the loudest sounds heard on the street 
at the time. 

The men inthe hall above were patiently 
waiting tohear from the council, to whom 
had been given the reports from the re- 
spective bosses by whom they were em- 
ployed. 

IN THE HALL. 

The men crowded into Central Turner Hall 
ata rapid rate and by 10:15 o'clock evary seat 
was taken and there was not even standing 
voom forathird of the carpenters who re- 
mained on the street. Some person made a 
motion to get the Exposition Hall and with- 
out receiving any indorsement of hig sugges- 
tion rushed off to the telephone to gee 
whether it could be secured. 

The interim was occupied by jests and 
bantering. Amaninthe balcony demanded 
that another hall be rented, but his voice 
was Growned by loud calls of ‘‘Sit on him, 
sit on him.’’ 

There happened to bea man on the stand 
named Sullivan,who was called for,and when 
he came forward he said: 

‘*IT claim it is unnecessary that this body of 
men go on a strike, asa great majority of the 
bosses of this city are willing to concede our 
demand. Therefore, I hope that the men 
will vote my way. ‘ou know the rest.’’ 

This eff was followed by calls of ‘‘ Aye, 
aye’’ and hisses. 

Henry Blackmore, ex-President of Union 
No. 4, was called for and egaid that he did not 
gee where thig strike would turn out to be 
useless. 

**Now,’’ said he, ‘‘let us vote intelligently 
and not according to what may be said by 
some of the speakers. View the situation 

and I believe you will conclude that 
all we came here for to-day was, if possible, 
to succeed in getting the bosses to give us 40 
cents per hourfor eight hours’ work, All 
action in regard to official recognition of the 
union by the bosses up to this (time has been 
unauthorized. Let us not make fools of our- 
selves to-day.’’ [Cheers]. 

ALL MUST BE PRESBAT. 

Mr. Oharies Dilke,a member of the coun- 

ell, appeared in the gallery and made the 
announcement that the body of which he 
was &@ member most probably would not be 
ready to report for some time, becausea 
larger hall would have to be procured to hold 
those present. 

A few minutes after this an announcement 
was read by Henry Blackmore from the coun- 
cil which said that the gymnasium directly 
under the hall in use would be ready for 
occupaney within a few minutes.

Men climbed the posts and moved 
their hands frantically to the Chairman for 
recognition. Yells, calls of question, cat-calls 
and other noises that take in a croud were 
indulged in to the fullest extent. Several 
men made speeches and amendments poured 
in upon the chair with terrible rapidity, com- 
pletely swamping him for the time being. 

It seemed that a strike was imminent, 
despite the efforts of the more conservative 
mento have the matter settled by conces- 
sions from both sides. After wrangling and 
debating for some time the chair finally put 
the motion that the men return to work 
on Monday. The motion was translated 
by a German for the benefit of 
the Teutons present. Without consulting the 
chair the interpreter put the motion, which 
was carried among the Germans, making 
confusion worse confounded. 

Men rushed to reach the platform, throw- 
ing others off in order to secure their places. 
Chairman Blackmore called for order, and 
his face became extremely red, 
from his efforts to make the men 
understand that the question had not 
been settled. For several minutes the 
meeting threatened to break up in a row. 
But there happened to be present one man, 
who, though small, had strong lungs and a 
ready tongue and thoroughly realized how 
the situation stood, His name was Jerry 
Burns and he is a member of Union No. 4. 

A REMARKABLE SPEECH. 

Jerry climbed one of the building supports, 
and standing on some gymnasium ma- 
chinery, made a most remarkable speech, 
which undoubtedly saved the situation. 

‘*Now, boys,’’ he commenced, his 
clear, strong voice penetrating 
to every corner of the room: ‘‘We want to go 
to work to-morrow morning. [Cries:f ‘‘No, 
we don’t!’’] The reason is self-evident. 
If Wwe lay off to-day, Saturday 
ang Sunday we will all get drunk, 
and Monday morning there will not 
be a boss living in 8t. Louls. [Cries of 
**That’s right.’'}) Iam drunk now, but I’ve 
got sense enough left to realize that there is 
going to be trouble if we lay off these two 
more days. Drunken men will do anything. I 
know this from experience. Be men, and think 
of theconcerns and people whose welfare are 
at stake upon the action wetake. Pull your 
selves together and forget the past; let the 
bosses live. They have the same free-born 
rights which we inherit. For God’s sake, 
boys, don’t play the fool, but for once be 
wise. I therefore move that all previous 
questions be declared out of order, and that 
we return to work toemorrow morning.’’ 

The yellthat shook the building upon the 
termination was something tremendous. The 
question was called for until Chairman 
Blackmore stepped forward and put it to a 
vote. Again the building shook from the 
cries that surely could have been heard many 
blocks away. A motion was then put and 
carried that the men who were locked out 
hold another meeting at the same place and 
time to-morrow, 

Then an adjournment wastaken, the men 
not seeming to realize that it wasthe speech 
of Jerry Burns, which saved the day. Chair- 
man Blackmore was carried from the room 
on the men's shoulders, while Terry saun- 
tered out allalone,a cigar takingthe place 
of the usual pipe. 

THE MASTER BUILDERS. 

At the Mechanics’ Exchange the master 
builders came in now and then, but did not 
stay long as a general thing. Some were 
surprised, they said, as they did not expect a 
strike of sucha serious nature, even after all 
that has been published of the matter dur- 
ing the past week. 

No’ meeting of the Master Builders’ As- 
sociation b@s been called, and from prospects 
none will take place, at least until to-mor.- 
row. The claim is still made that the Master 
Bullders’ Association has nothing to do with 
the Carpenters’ Union and therefore refuse 
to open negotiations with the same. 

There is considerable criticism being passed 
upon Oustin EB. Oook, who, itis claimed, has 
assumed to speak forthe entire association, 
and say just what will and will not be done. 
This has made several members Very angry, 
and there is imminent danger of a split, even 
thought the strife he settled almost{immedia- 


tely. 

‘*'The idea of oneman speaking s0 con- 
adoptiy of what will be done,;'’ said Thomas 
J. Kelly. ‘‘He can express his own opinion, 
but cannot say whatIam going to do. The 

tuation depends upen the men and not the 

, who are waiting to see what is wanted 
of them.'' 

The general expressions from the builders 
ran in this line, it being the opinion that if it 
became necessary & meeting of the bosses 
will be called for to-morrow morning. 

Marble Setters’ Strike. 
Atan early hour this morning men began 
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allthe marble setters in the city the men 
claim, with the exception of three or 
four. The marble setters are joined 
with the marble cutters in one 
Union under the nameof the Association of 
Marble Cutters of the United States. In 8t. 
Louis the membership is about 100. The 
marble cutters have no grievances, and were 
not called out, The setters have been getting 
$2.75 a day for eight hours, and they Jemand 
$3 a day. 

They notified the bosses some time ago of 
their demands and received verbal answers 
from some of the bosses agreeing to the 
raise, The men want written contracts, 
however, and refuse to work with non-union 
men. Although working eight hours, the 
bosses, they claim, refuse to recognize eight 
hours as a day’s work, and only tolerate it. 
The men want eight hours to be recognized as 
a day’s work. 

THIS MORNING'S MEETING. 

At the meeting this morning it was re- 
solved to stay out until their demands were 
complied with. If it becomes necessary, 
they state the marble cutters will also be 
called out. A committee was appointed at 
the meeting this morning to call on the 
bosses, and another meeting will be held this 
evening to hear the report from the com- 
mittee. 


The Iron Workers Go Out. 


The Architectural Iron Workers and Chip- 
pers met at 10 o’clock at Fourth and Valentine 
to the number of 2530 men, They have been 
working ten hours a day and _e get- 
ting from $1.50 to $2.50. They demand 
eight hours and the following scale of wages: 


Cast-iron Department—Setters, 322 cents per hour 
for eight hourss work; fitters, 27% cents per hour for 
eight hours’ werk; chippers. 22%. cents per hour for 
eight hou.s’ work; laborers, 15% cents per hour for 
eight hours’ work. 

‘rought-Iron and Rail-Making Department—Set- 
ters. suf cents per hour for eight hours’ work; rali- 
makers cents per hour for eight hours’ work; ma- 
chine hands, 25 cents per hour for eight hours’ work; 
helpers, 18% cents per hour for eight hours’ work. 


At the meeting to-day reports from the 
committees sent to call on the bosses were 
heard. 

The Architectural Iron-Workers in St. Louis 
are employed by five firms. They are Mc- 
Murray & Judge, Christopher & Simpson, 
Scherpe & kKokern, the Union Iron 
Co. and Pullis Brothers. Each 
firm answered, in substance, the 
Shop Committee’s reported that it would 
give in if the others would. This is the state- 
ment of Edward Wilton, Secretary of the 
Iron-workers, after the meeting. 

The session was conducted with closed 
doors. 

From the manner of the Secretary, how- 
ever, it would seemthat he did not regard 
the answers as favorable. ‘*We will stay out 
all summer’’ said he; ‘tor else get our de- 
mands. There are about 800 men employed in 
all by these firms, and none of them can work 
unless we do. There are 260 ofus. We will 
not bother with the bosses any more. If they 
have anything tocommunicate they can come 
tous. Wewilll bein session every day here 
from § to ll a. m."’ 


Team Owners Successful. 


The 8t. Louls Team Owners, 500 strong, 
were not at work to-day, but all but about 
thirty will be on duty again to-morrow as 
usual, their demands having been conceded 
by a great majority of the bosses. 

The only employers who will hold out 
against the men are Fanning & Whalen, John 
A. Lynch and Daniel Dunigan. It is claimed 
by the men that these gentlemen will give in 
- a8 as they discover they are alone in the 

ght. 

The demands of the men were that they be 
paid $iadayfor day work and 2%cents a 
load pér block for hauling east of 
Grand avenue, while west of the 
same, g0ing due west, 8% #£«.cents 
per block will be charged. At last 
night’s meeting of the union it was evident 
that the demands of the men would be con- 
ceded to-day, and this proved to be the 
case, with the exception of those mentioned. 

The men are jubilantand claim that they 
have won a most signal victory and that 
they now have all they desire or can in justice 
ask. The strength of the union was a sur- 
prise tothe employers and when they dis- 
covered that nearly every team owner in the 
city was a member of the Union there was 
nothing left for them to do but avert @ strike. 
This was done and everything will be moving 
smoothly along to-morrow. es 


The Brewery Workers. 
Tt developed this morning that the strike 
ordered by the Brewers’ and Malisters’ Union 
last night wag not meant seriously, and the 


action was merely taken to give the employers 
the idea that were not em 
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serts,and if necessary will strike to get the 
raise, 


The Sheet-Iron Workers. 


The tin, sheet-iron and cornice workers 
will hold a meeting to-morrow night, at 
Druids’ Hall, Ninth and Market, totake ac- 
tion on the matter of striking. They have a 
membership of 400. They are working ten 
hours and get from §2to $2.50 a day. They 
demand eight hours and minimum wages of 
$2.50 a day. They met last night at Central 
Turner Hall and the reports from the 
shop committees which had been  ap- 
pointed showed several small 
shops willing to accede to 
the men’s demands. This was regarded asa 
favorable sign, although only about thirty or 
forty men are employed by the shops willing 
to givein. It was decided to wait until to- 
morrow night’s meeting before ordering a 
strike. 


East St. Louis Hod-Carriers to Strike. ; 

The members of the East St. Louis Hod- 
Carriers’ Association have requested a read- 
justment of wage rates, and it is reported 
that they will strike next Mofiday unless 
their demands are acceded to. They want 
eight hours’ work per day at 35 cents an 
hour for carrying brick and 87% cents for car- 
rying mortar, At present they recelve 30 
cents per hour for workof eitherclass, No 
strikes of any kind are reported 
to-day. Carpenters, bricklayers, stone- 
masons and laborers find plenty of 
work at good wages. Secretary Gray 
ofthe Carpenters’ and Joiners’ Union has 
issued a card saying that members of the 
ugion are well satisfied with work and 
wages, and have no intention of striking, 


The Linemen. 


The linemen are working to-day. The Elec- 
tric Wiremen and Linemen’s Union numbers 
about 500 members in St. Louis. They are 
working ten hoursa day and receiving $2.50 
a@ day. 

Henry Miller, President of the union, said 
to-day that they were willingto remain at 
work on those terms forthe present. The 
Western Union, he stated, had notified 
several linemen in its employ that un- 
less they withdrew from the union they would 
be discharged. The Western Union was 
waited on by a committee from the Line- 
men’s Union and the company was given 
until next Monday to withdraw its order to 
discharge the men. 


No Strike at Drummond's. 

A rumor was current on the street to-day 
that the girls and boys employed at Drum- 
mond’s tobacco factory, on Fourth and 
Spruce, were go out to 
the number of over two hundred. 

The rumot proved without foundation, 
however, and work is progressing at the 
factory as usual, The Drummond employes 
are unorganized, and not regarded as ina 
condition to strike. 


Carriage Makers. 


Local Assembiy, 8119, Knights of Labor, 
composed of carriage makers, will havea 
meeting to-night at 604 Market street, to see 
whether they will strike or not. The trouble 
is among the painters, some of whom get as 
low as $8 a week, itis stated. A uniform 
scale of wages is wanted.

Late this afternoon it was stated at the 
Housesmiths’ headquarters that there were 
about 4,000 housesmiths out in New York 
Oity, mabooy and Jersey Oity and 
about seventy-five firms were in - The 
agreement wth the Housesmiths’ Union has 
been drawn up; stipulates that none 
but union men shall be em- 
ployed ani only for eight hours 
aday. The agreement extends over a period 
of one year. It was learned this afternoon 
that nineteer firms had acceded to the de- 
mands of the Framers’ Union.

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The Children of Frederick Hitschier Say 
They Will Prosecute Their Uncle. 


Jacob Hitschler, whose father has been tied 
to his bed for several days, did not send the 
old man to the Insane Asylum to-day, but his 
neighbors seriously advised him to geta club 
and go hunting his uncle, who informed the 
police yesterday that Frederick Hitschler 
had been tied to his bed since April 
4, and was  inhumanly treated by 
his family. Police officers who 
visited the house found Frederick Hitschler 
tiedas his brother, George, had descriced, 
his arms and legs bound tO the bed-posts 
with Sheets and a_i twisted sheet 
passed over his stomach and tied to 
the sides of the bed. They found 
also Dr. H. O. Huler, the family 
physician, who said that Hitschler was 
violently insane and needed to be restrained. 
The physician had advised sending him to 
the Insane Asylum, but the family was op- 
posed to it. 

Jacob Hitschler was found at his home 
this morning, and when asked about 
his father’s condition he replied: ‘‘My uncle 
had better be attending to his own business. 
He knows nothing about my father, except 
that my father was kind to him, and all the 
return he has given is to tell bad stories 
about us.’’ 

**Has your father been tied up as your 
Uncle George says he has?’’ 

*‘*He has been tied since 
of April and all the neighbors and 
every one in the house knows it and 
have seenhim. My uncle has not been here 
since last July, and does not know what he is 
talking about. My father has been out of his 
mind for a long time. He was in 
an insane asylum in 1861, we had to put him 
mn St. Vincent’s in 1960, and ever sincea 
spell of sickness he had in January 
a year ago he has had _§ spells 
of insanity every now and then, whieh last 
for awhile and then goaway.

The 
flask was mailed as coming from ‘‘friends in 
the woods.’*’ Dr. T. Thatcher Graves, her 
confidential adviser, saidthat Edward Ben- 
nett, an Adirondack guide, who, he 
suspected, was too intimate with 
Mrs. Barnaby during her visit to the 
mountains or ‘‘the woods,’’ as she used to 
say, was probably the person who sent it. 
Bennett, an honest fellow, has been found at 
his mountain home and he tells a story. He 
said: 

‘*‘When Mrs. Barnaby came here on June 23 
last she expresseda wish to purchase this 
cottage.

LONG SERVICE IN CONGRESS. 

In an article on ‘*The Cause of Southern 
Influence’’ s Republican contemporary 
finds it in the fect that the South's repre- 
sentatives at Washington are renominated 
and re-elected, asarule, until their expe- 
rience and knowledge of public affairs se- 
cure them important places on committees 
and the leadership conceded to long and 
distinguished service. ‘*The South,’’ we 
are told, ‘‘treate ite representatives more 
considerately and justly when they are 
found worthy of confidence than the 
North does.’ 

It strikes us that the generalization goes 
farther than the facts warrant. Cases of 
long service in Congress are as common in 
New England and some of the other 
Eastern States as in the South, and are 
sufficiently numerous in the West and 
Northwest to show that men, chosen in 
the first place on account of their superior 
merit, are pretty sure to be renominated 
and re-elected, North or South, so long as 
their constituents are pleased with their 
records and retein the idea of their superior 
ability. 

The short terms of Western Congress- 
men are mostly the result of unsatisfactory 
nominations made by machine methods. 
In the South circumstances have long im- 
pressed the people with the necessity of 
sending their ablest and truest representa- 
tives to Washington. The contest for the 
party nomination is therefore a purely in- 
tellectual one, fought out by able com- 
petitors in joint debate before the voters of 
every precinct, who generally choose the 
one whose speeches mark him asthe most 
earnest and able representative of their 
views of government measures and. policy. 
The ability that thus wins a nomination 
and election generally makes ite mark in 
Congress and keeps ite possessor long in 
public life and high in the esteem of his 
constituents. 

This process produces essentially the 
same results as the ‘‘town meeting’’ in- 
fluence in New England politics, and will 
be more prevalent in the West as the popu- 
lation becomes more settled, better ac- 
quainted with each other, and less inclined 
to leave nominations to local party bosses 
and machine riggers. 


SPARE THAT BOARD. 

It is to be hoped thatthe Board of Public 
Improvements at least will be kept out of 
the bargaining and wire-pulling with ref- 
erence to the appointment slate. 

The people of St. Louis are entitled to 
the best official service that can be had for 
the salaries paid, no matter what the 
office, and they will raise any salary when 
found insufficient to command the best 
qualifications. It is the most important 
duty of Mayor and Council to recognize 
this right and to see that it is not subor- 
dinated to any other claim in filling the 
appointive offices. 

There is no objection to the appoint- 
ment of Democrats who possess the neces- 
sary qualifications and understand how 
the best service they can render the city is 
the best service they can possibly render 
their party in office. 

But the appointment of men whose qual- 
ification is generally discredited, who have 
not the confidence of the public and from 
whom even theirown party has withheld 
every mark of confidence, is a sample of 
personal government displeasing to the 
masses of all parties. It is recognized as 
an abuse of the appointing power to re- 
ward personal services; a degradation of 
public trusts to private uses and political 
**pulls’’ of the most questionable descrip- 
tion. 

In appointing members of the Board of 
Public Improvements, especially, it should 
be borne in mind that,in electing presidents 
of that board, the people have set a high 
standard of character and professional 
standing as a qualification for its member- 
ship, and that any lowering of that stan- 
dard by Mayor and Council is to be depre- 
cated with unusual emphasis at this time. 
The decisions and actions of the board for 
the next four years will be among the most 
important in its history, and the welfare 
of the city requires that they shall be di- 
rected by the highest special attainments, 
and be utterly free from any spoils ma- 
chine complications or influence.

STILL IN THE DARK. 


Politicians and Officeholders Waiting 
for the Mayor’s Slate. 


THE LORD HIGH SLATE-MAKER DODGING 
THE CANDIDATES. 


Some of the Reports Afloat To-Day—One of 
the Slated Candidates Retires From the 
Field—Surprises Looked For When the 
Council Meets This Evening—Some

The office-seekers knew less than .any one 
else, nad every report was second-handed, 
Charlies Ohm, Chief Deputy in the Water As- 
sessor’s Office, had a story that Mr. Bell was 
notin it. Another story wasthat M. L. Hol- 
man, the Water Commissioner, would not be 
reappointed. ‘‘Who said so?’’ was asked of 
those circulating the report. ‘‘Why, George 
Burnet.’’ 

The President ofthe board was seen and 
questioned. He had heard froma friend of 
Brown’s that Brown had been offered Hol- 
man’s job with the assurance that in any 
event Holman must go.Mr. Burnet had, how- 
ever, only heard this indirectly. As to Maj. 
Murphy not being Street Commissioner 
it was very evident from the Major’s 
calm and satisfied air that he knew he was to 
be reappointed. Mr. Bell took the story 
about his being let out as a very good joke 
and refused to talk seriously about it.

SWEPT BY FIRE. 


Pine and Cranberry Bog Region of New 
Jersey Devastated. 

New York, Mayi.—The most destructive 
fire of many years is raging in South Jersey. 
The great pine region and cranberry bog dis- 
trict from Pleasant Point and Bay Head on 
the north, down to Egg Harbor, sixty miles 
south, and fromthe Atlantic to points from 
thirty to forty miles inland is being swept by 
fire. Thousands and thousands of acres of 
pine and cedartimber have been burned, 
many towns have been’ threatened, dozens of 
houses have been destroyed and fears are en- 
tertained for thesafety of people in the 
devasted country. So dense is the smoke 
that hangs over the burning forest that farm- 
ers going from town to town have to grope 
their way along the roads. Hain has not 
fallen in weeks and the inhabitants are 
unable to check thespreadof the flames. At 
many places the residents have been forced 
to flee to the open country to save their 
lives, leaving their household goods behind 
to burn. At one place a sick woman, coveréd 
by water-soaked blankets, was carried out of 
ber burning home in her bed. Ata rough 
estimate the loss will be over a million dol- 
lars and many families will be impoverished.

Petition Filed by "Frisco Stockholders in 
the United States Court. 


GROUNDS ON WHICH THE APPOINTMENT 
OF A SPECIAL EXAMINER IS ASKED. 


The Petitioners Set Forth That the Alli- 
ance Between the ’Frisoo and Atchison 
Roads Is in Violation of the Constitu- 
tion of Muissouri—Attorney Kenna 
Makes an Explanation. 

A petition asking for the appointment of a 


receiver for the St. Louis & San Francisco 
Railway Co. was filed in the United States 


Circuit Court this morning by  Hitch- 
cock & # Finkelnburg, representing 
the Eastern stockholders of the 


Frisco. The complainants are David P. Kim- 
ball, Uriel H. Crocker, F. Willis Bumstead, 
Charlies J. Morrill of Boston, Thomas Nicker- 
son of Newton, Mass., John A. Ames of 
North Eastern, Mass., E. Pierson Beebe of 
Falmouth, Mass.,and Samuel C. Kastmanjof 
Concord, N. H., all stockholders of the Frisco. 
The petition in the beginning gives a descrip- 
tion of the ’Frisco, the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe, andthe St. Louis, Kansas City & 


Colorado, « which is owned by the 
Banta Fe. The capital stock of the 
*Frisco it says is divided into 


three classes, first preferred, preferred and 
common. Of the three classes there were 
outstanding 45,000, 100,000 and i 118,- 
698 shares respectively prior to May, 
1890. Of these the complainants own the 
following number: Kimball, 49; Crocker, 
200; Bumstead, 100; Morrill, 610; Nickerson, 
800; Ames, 500; Beebe, 821; Eastman, 30; mak- 
ing a total of 2,571. 
WHY THE APPOINTMENT IS ASKED. 

The grounds on which the appointment of 
a receiver is asked are first that the A., T. 
& 8s. F. and 8st. L., K. C. & C. are 
competitors of the ‘Frisco, yet they 
are owned and controlled by the same 
men and have the same officers. 
which is contrary to the Oonstitution and 
statutes of the State of Missouri; second. 


that the Atchison claims that there 
is a.large indebtedness due to it 
from the Frisco, whereas the com- 


plainants believe that ifa true accounting was 
had the Atchison would be indebted to the 
Frisco; third, that to secure more complete 
control ofthe road by acquiring a greater 
amount of preferred stock, the directors pro- 
pose to issue $50,000,000 additionaljof preferred 
stock and an equal amount or bonds. 
The petition states that the st. Louis, 
Kansas City & Colorado is a road which is 
owned by the Santa Fe, and that it was com- 
pleted as far as Union by July 1, 
1887, and has been in operation 
that far ever since. It was surveyed as 
far as Kansas City and the intention was to 
bulld it into Kansas to connect with the Santa 


Fe. If it had been completed accorda- 
ing to the original intention it would 
have been a «competitor now of the 


’Frisco, but in May, 1890, the Santa Fe bought 
a controlling interest in the ’Frisco. By that 
means competition was prevented and the 
construction of the Sst. L., K. Cc. & C. 
was made unnecessary. The Colorado is 
now carrying freight and passengers as far 
as Union, but competition has ceased, as the 
road is controlled and operated by the same 
officers and agents whocontrol and operate 
the Frisco. 

In May, 18890, to prevent competition the 
Santa Fe bought more than 150,000 shares of 
Frisco, the total number outstanding being 
268,598, and since then the Santa Fe has added 
to its holding, which now amountto 200,000 
sharesand the Santa Fe votes this stock, 
In May, 1891, the officers and directors of the 
*Frisco recognized the owrmership of the 
Santa Fe and seven ofthe directors resigned 
to enable the Santa Fe to elect seven direc- 
tors, that being a majority of the board. 
The Santa Fe elected Alien Marnel, B. P. 
Cheney, Geo. ©. Magoun, Alden Speare, 
Thomas Beaning,John J.McOCosh and William 
Bibbey. Allen Mamvel was elected President 
and Geo, 0. Magoun, Chairman of the Board 
of Directors, ahhough those gentlemen 
occupy the same positions in the Santa 
Fe ©Co., a@ competing company. 
really a consolidation which prevents 
competition. The control of competing lines 
by the men is unlawful, being pro- 
hibited by the Oonstitution and the 
laws of = this State, especially by 
sec. 17, art. 12 of the Constitution 
and sec. 2569 of the Revised Statutes of 1899 
and sec. 2570 makes it unlawful for the offi- 
cers of one company to be officers ofa com- 
peting company. 

The Santa Fe claims that a large sum is due 


it from the ‘Frisco, but the com- 
plainants believe that such indebtedness 
does not exist and on a true 


accounting the Santa Fe would owe the 
*¥riscoalarge sum on the transaction of 
May, 1990, for which credit has not been 
given it. 
TO PREVENT STOCK BEING VOTED. 
To obtain control of the preferred stock to 
secure the payment of that indebtedness the 


Santa Fe poses to increase’the capital 
stock of the ‘Frisco 950,000,000, and 
to issue $50,000,000 of new 4 per 
cent bonds. A meeting of stockholders was 


called for that purpose on March 3, 
but was adjourned over until May 
6, to be held in 8t. Louls. A circular 
has been sent to holders of preferred 
stock, Offering those who desire to accept 
them the new bonds in exchange for the pre- 
ferred stock, and asking those who 
will accept the proposition to sign an 
agreement authorizing Richard Olney and 
George BR. Peck, respectively counsel and 
solicitor of the Santa Fe, or elther of them, 
to vote their stock. The complainants be- 
lieve thatin ignorance of their legal rights 
many of the owners of preferred stock 
have signed such agreement. The complain- 


ants have made a final protest in writing to

pany have agreed to adjourn it until May 28 
in order that this petition may be heard and 
passed on. 

ATTORNEY KENNA’S EXPLANATION. 

Mr. Ed M. Kenna, general attorney of the 
St. Louis & San Franciseo road, was seen in 
reference to the suit. ‘‘l was present 
in court,’’ he remarked, ‘‘when 
petition was filed this morning, and have 
known for some time that the action was to 
be brought. The men who brought it make 
no secret of their intentions and toa certain 
extent the proceedings are friendly—that is, 
they discussed the matter with us and we 
agreed upon certain things which were to be 
done. By a mutual agreement the 
case istobe argued before Judge Thayer on 


May 21. It is not a malicious 
action brought by anybody who 
is unfriendly toward the management 


of the road, but the suit is brought by men 
who have honest convictions that they have 
grounds for action. We, however, do not 
think they have and are not alarmed over 
the proceeding. The action is brought 
by a committee composed of Mr. 
Kimball, a Boston attorney, and Mr. jEast- 
man, a capitalist of New Hampshire. There 
are others named in the suit, but these gen- 
tlemen have the management of the 
matter and represent some of the 
first preferred stockholders of the road. 
The Atchison road owns all of 
the stock of the ’"Frisco except 
the first preferred. There are about 45,000 


shares of first preferred stock, and the 
parties who are bringing this suit 
represent only 2,300 shares or 


about 5 percent ofit. The entire stock, pre- 
ferred and common, of the road is 267,000 


shares, sO that the parties to 
the suit do not own as much 
as 1 per cent of the entire stock. These first 


preferred stockholders received dividends on 
theirj entire stock uptothe time the Atchi- 
son got control of the road, and 
since then they have not received dividends 


because the earnings have not war- 
ranted them. This is not because the 
road has been badly managed, 


or is going down, as can be clearly explained 
if necessary, when the proper time 
comes. The real purpose of the 
suit is not to have a receiver 
appointed for the road. One is asked for 
merely asa matterof form. A meeting of 
the stockholders of the 8t. Louls & San Fran- 
cisco has been called for Thursday nextand 
the meeting has been advertised in the news- 
papers. This meeting was called forthe pur- 
pose of considering a proposition to in- 
crease the bonded indebtedness of 
the road and with this increase the Atchison 
Company would probably purchase the first 
preferred stock not controlled by them. 
This suit is brought to prevent the Atchison 
people voting their stock at this meeting and 
thereby controlling it. The plaintiffs 
seek to restrain them by averring that the 
Atchison and ’Frisco are competing lines and 
that by being operated by one management 
they are doing away with competition, con- 
trary tolaw. There are no charges of bad 
management or fraud against the present 
officials of the road.’’ 
DECLINE IN ATCHISON STOOK. 

The news of the application fora receiver 
of the Frisco hada marked effect to-day on 
Atchison stock. Early this morning the 
tip was out that Atchison was a sale, 
but the first movement took an upward di- 
rection. The market opened at 34%, and 
soon rose to 84%. From this point, however, 
there was a sharp decline, the 
stock fell rapidly and closed at 83. W.C. 
Little, in answer to a question, said: ‘‘The 
effect of the application jfor a Receiver would 
be felt far more on Atchison than on ’Frisco 
stock. Trading in the latter is so dull that 
quotations are no longer sent over the tick- 
ers. Nearly all stocks are low to- 
day, Missouri Pacific having fallen 2 
cents. I am inclined to believe that the 
main reason forthe fall in Atchison is the 
sagging tendency of the markets and 
hot any threatened litigation. It is one 
thing toapply fora receiver and quite an- 
other to have the application granted.’’ 

Al Singer remarked: ‘* Atchison fell 1% cents 
from the highest point touched to-day, and 
unguestionably the application for a _ re- 
ceiver of the ‘Frisco had something to do 
with it. Just how muchof the decline is due 
to this it would be difficult to determine. 
Money is scarce, interest being as high as 10 
per cent, and all stocks are off.’’

MAY BE PARRICIDE. 


William Kimpel Fractures His Father's 


Skull With a Brick. 


A FAMILY QUARREL LED TO THE DESPER- 


ATE DEED. 


The Son Arrested After the Father’s Re- 
moval to the Hospital—A Jockey’s 
Suicide at the Fair Grounds—Olaim No 
Cruelty Was Practiced—Stabbed in the 
Face—Other Criminal News. 


Thomas Kimpel, 50 years of age, residing at 


229 Lombard street, and ateamster by occu- 


pation, got into a quarrel with his son 
a laborer, living with him, 
The quarrel was 
broughton In a discussion between father 
son over family matters, and 
they s00n were having a good 
old rough-and-tumble bare knuckle affair. 
The old man wasevidently getting the best 
of the fight, when William concluded to force 
his end of the argument on the old man with 
something more convincing than his 
fists, and, procuring a brick, belabored 
bis father over the head with it several 
times, cutting his skull and causing several 
scalp wounds. The old man bound them up 
and went to bed, thinking no more 
about the affair, but the bruises on his head 
beganto pain, keeping him from sleeping. 


This morning he appeared at 
the City Dispensary and told the 
above story. Dr. Steinmetz examined 


his head and found that the skull had sus- 
tained a severe depressed fracture over the 
left eye and the scalp was cut and bruised in 
a frightful manner in several places. The 
old man was bundled into an ambulance and 
sent out to the City Hospital. The police 
were notified and began a rigid investigation. 
THE SON ARRESTED. 

Police Officers Hough and Fox of the Central 
Police District arrested young Kimpel on 
Fourth street and Chouteau avenue at 11:85 
this morning and takentothe City Hospital 
and identified by his father as the cause of 
his condition. A warrant for assault to kill 
was issued against him by Assistant Prose- 
cuting- Attorney Estep at3p.m. the father 
was resting easily at the Hospital, but the 
doctors in attendance were unable to say 
how the case would turn out.

The dead body of Jockey John K. Adams 
was found in an old deserted stable at the 
Fair Grounds at 10 o’clock this morning with 
the throat cut from ear to ear.

Louis from New Orleans about three weeks 
agowith his employer, Mr. Scammon, an 
owner of race horses. He has been doing 
odd jobs about the Fair Grounds race track 
ever since, with the exception of the time 
lost by his. having gone on several sprees. 
Adams was quite well kuown as a 


jockey, and is reported to have been 
worth $50.00 at one time in his 
career. He disappeared Tuesday while 


suffering from delirium tremens, The police 
were at once notified of the suicide and the 
body was sent to the Morgue.

A 8T. LOUIS ENTERPRISE. 


Return of Jean F. Webb, From the Kan- 
sas Salt Mines. 


Mr. Jean F. Webb, the Vice-President and 


General Manager of the Lyons Rock Salt Co., 
returned to the city this morning from the 
company’s mines, which are situated in the 
town of Lyons, the county seat of Rice 
County, Kan.,and the junction of the Mis- 
souri Pactiic, Santa Fe and ’Frisco roads. 

Mr. Webb brought back with him several 
beautiful specimens of rock salt. The Lyons 
salt mines were opened with St. Louls capital 
and the machinery for operating the mine 
fs now being made, for the most part, in this 
city. The general offices of the company 
are tobe removed here next month and the 
company reorganized under the laws of Mis- 
souri. The officers of the company are also 
St. Louisans, Alfred Bevis being the Presi- 
dent, Mr. ‘Webb, the Vice-President, and 
Charlies Longstreth, the Secretary. ‘‘We 
commenced boring for salt last July,’’ said 
Mr. Webb this morning, ‘‘and strucx it the 
7ith of last January. We have now gone 
down over two hundred feet in the salt bed, 
and expect to stop sinking when we get 
about fifteen or twenty feet further. 
When I left yesterday morning, the 
men- were down 1,04 feet. They had 
sunk a shaft 9x19 feet that deep and bored 
witha diamond drill considerable further. 

The salt bed is 296 feet thick and rests on two 
feet of sea shells, showing that that portion 
of Kansas was atone time a vast salt lake 
like the present Salt Lake of Utah and that 
the glaciers then swept down over the dried 
up lake, with its salt bed and left some 80 
feet of alluvial soll on top of the salt. We 
know that the lake was a large one and that 
the salt bed is nearly 200 feet thick for many 
miles around, because twenty miles scuth of 
us and thirty miles north of us there are 
two salt mines similar to ours. There is salt 
enough in that state to last the world for 
millions of years. Why, we couldn’t exhaust 
the supply under our two thousand acres of 
ground in SO years by taking out 1,000 tons a 
day, andthat is what we expect our daily 
output to be ina short time now. The salt 
is almost pure, and all we have to do to make 
it marketable istocrush it and grind it up. 
We are now putting up a five-story mill and 
expect to put up an electric light plant there 
shortiy. Our shaft is divided into three 
compartments, twofor hoisting and one for 
air. Webhave spent nearly $100,000, but will 
soon get our money back. It isa 8t. Louis 
enterprise in every respect, and thereis no 
stock for sale.’’ 

The discovery ofthis bed of salt was made 
about two years ago by acompanyin boring 
for oll. Some oll was found, but the most im- 
portant discovery was this bed of rock salt.

A WELL-CONCEIVED SCHEME. 


How St. Louis and New Orleans Are Work- 
ing Together. 

The people of New Orleans have at last been 
awakened to the necessity of taking action in 
the matter of securing a proper proportion of 
the subsidy for the carriage of the mails to 
South and Central America, and funds have 
been raised to place several lines of steamers 
in this trade. The Illinois Central will takea 
leading part and has agreed, if proper ar- 
rangements can be made with the Govern- 
ment, to place a line of steamers in operation 
between New Orleans and Central American 
ports. The Morgan line will also increase its 
facilities, and at least three new lines will be 
established, and it is contemplated to reach 
from twenty-three totwenty-eight ports that 
have never yet had direct mail communica- 
tion with this country. In pursuance of the 
advice given by 8t. Louls merchants, who 
are fully as much, if not more, interested in 
the trade with the Southern conrtinent than 
those of New Orleans, a schedule of mails is 
being prepared which will,it is believed, 
tend more largely to increase the 
trade of the United States with neigh- 
boring countries than any that have been 
prevented by Atlantic Coastlines. The situ- 
ation of South America as regards malls is 
peculiar, as there is less need of establishing 
lines between this country and the larger 
cities than of reaching the smaller towns 
along the coast. With Vera Cruz, Rio de 
Janeiro, Buenos Ayres,and some of the other 
important cities telegraphic communication 
exists,and the telegraph is relied on to re- 
place the mails toanextent of which Euro- 
pean and North American merchants have no 
conception. The anomaly is thus presented 
ofthe most important cities requiring mail 
facilities to a much smaller extent than those 
which are offar less size. Almost all com-

MAIL DELIVERY IN BOLIVIA. 


Postmaster Harlow Receives a Copy of the 
Postal Regulations of That Country. 


Maj. Harlow received this morning a copy 
of a curious publication which is issued from 
Berne, Switzerland, by the International 
Bureau ofthe Universal Postal Union. It is 
called **L’Union Postale,’’ and it is printed 
in three languages, the same matter appear- 
ing in three columns of the page in French, 
German and English, ‘‘L’Union Postale’’ 
contains some very interesting information 
concerning the manner in which mails are 
handled and delivered in Bolivia, where, in 
consequence of the entrance of Bo- 
livia into the Postal Union, new and 
improved methods have been adopted 
and new postal regulations have 
been enacted.

Rey. Dr. Samuel J. Niccolls is expecting

Rev. Shesbodir is a full-blooded Brahmin and 
is one of the leading intellectual lights of 
British India. He is accompanied by his son, 
Paul Yeshamtrea Shesbodir, and they are On 
the way across the country to New York from 
San Francisco, from the former of which 
places they will sail for Edinburgh, 
Scotiand, where they go to bein attenance 
upon the "session ofthe General Assembly of 

Scotiand.This is the third visit to this country 

by the Rev. Shesbodir, his first appearance 
being at World’s Evangelical Conference in 
New York nine years ago, where he astounded 
those present by delivering one of the most 
brilliant addresses made upon 
the floor. His favorable opin- 
ions formed of the coutry while on 
this vist caused him to come again, and this 
time he made stops at different places, 
preaching from the pulpits of acquaintances 
he had formed at the Evangelical confer- 
ences. Everywhere ne was greeted by refined 
and appreciative audiences. 

Rev. Shesbodir ts described as having 
an imposing appearance. He is not 
tall, but gives the impression of 
having great strength. His English 
is said to be perfect, and his 
expression polished. In India he has control, 
direction and charge of the instruction of a 
colony or *‘family’’ of 2,000 people, he having 
@ fine farm of 300 acres of fine land in the cen- 
ter of the colony.

judicial, and it is said that he rules with 
much wisdom, He is venerated and 
respected by his people, all of 
whom know him as ‘‘father.’’ His name is 
asynonym of goodness the country over. 
He is one of the trusted officers of the British 
Government, while nominally ruling ac- 
cording to old-time Indian custom. 

He arrived in San Francisco April 15 from 
Hyderabad, and was welcomed by people 
who still remembered him. 

Dr. Niccolls hopes that he can induce him to 
remain over Sunday, and if this is accom- 
plished, he will preach the evening sermon 
in the Second Presbyterian Church,

ST. LOUIS AND CUBA. 


Importance of the Spanish Treaty to St. 
Louis Flour Millers. 


The flour millers of St. Louts are watching 
with great interest the negotiations in 
progress with the Kingdom of Spain in refer- 
ence tothe trade with Cuba and the other 
West India islands under Spanish rule. 
rough draft of the treaty provides for the ad- 
mission into the Spanish West Indies of | 
American flour free of duty, or in 


hibitory import tax now 
ican flour. For many years Cuba was one of | 
the best foreign markets for the product of the | 
St. Louls flour mills. This city he ld a prac- 

tical monopoly of this trade, as the brands of 
flour manufactured here are more 
forthe purposes of the Cubans than those 
ground inany othercity. Minneapolis made 
a strong bid inthe markets of the West In.- 
dies, but was obliged to give up the contest, 
asthe St. Louis flour was universally 
ferred, and for a long time thiscity held un- 
disputed possession of the trade 
Indies. The emactment of laws imposing 
taxes amounting to more than $5 a barrel on 
flour imported from fvreign countries, of 
course closed this market, and the sales, which 
had increased to nearly eight hundred thou- 
sand barrels a year, almost entirely ceased. 
Last autumn atreaty was proposed by which, 
in return for certain concessions madetothe 
Spanish colonies, the West Indian markets 
were to be opened to American flour. This 
provision of the treaty has caused the jeal- 
ousy of the rivals of St. Louis, and influences 
have been brought to bear to obtain its omis- 
sion from the treaty. The flour millers of this 
city are not inclined toallow this important 
avenue of trade to remain closed 
any longer than is necessary, and have 
taken steps to place the matter 
in its true light before the authorities at 
Washington. Itis estimated that with free 
entry into Cuba and theother West India 
islands the flour trade of tnis city will be in- 
creased at least 1,200,000 barrels annually. So 
popular is the output of the &t. Louis mils 
that in spite of the heavy duty levied at the 
port of entry the shipments to Cuba are still 
quite considerable, St. Louls sending tothe 
islands the only fiour received from non- 
Spanish countries. With an open 
market the trade will be far 
larger than it ever was before. 
This city is deeply interested in the Spanish 
treaty, and the farmers who raise wheat in 
the tributary country almostas much so. As 
s0oOn as arrangements can be made a full 
statement of the advantages to be gained will 
be sent to Washington and strong Congres- 
sional influence brought to bear to secure 
the adoption of thetreaty. In this connec- 
tion the four millers of 8t. Louis will co- 
operate with the New Orleans Board of Trade 
in securing a proper proportion of the mall 
subsidy for steamship lines plying be- 

tween New Orleans and Central and South 
American ports. At present st. Louls flour 
millers are at a great, almost a hopeless, dis 

advantage inthe South American markets, 
as the steamers leave only from Atlantic 
ports, and flour sent by the lake route can be 
much more cheaply handled than that sent 
by rail. With steamers from New Orleans to 
Southern ports St. Louls flour, will from the 
shorter route, enjoy an advantage almost 
e-jual to ite present disadvantages. 
A plan that is proposed, and which 
meets with much favor, is to 
have « the mail lines so arranged 
as to includea large number of the smaller 
ports. Expedition in delivery of mails is 
considered as of less importance than to 
reach points hitherto untouched and the 
trade of which, while not large in single in- 
Stances, Can be made very important in the 
ageregate. Scores of ports between New 
Orleans and Rio Janeiro have no direct com.- 
munication either with the United States or 
with Europe, and it is these points that it is 
considered highly desirable to reach.
